Editor Bentley Tells How He 


— 


THE EXAMINATION YESTERDAY. 


Covina and Azusa People Fill the 
Courtroom—Several Witnesses 
Called forthe Prosecution 
| —The Testimony. 


The Township Court room and the 
balls in the Temple Block about it 


were crowded yesterday with Azusa. 


people who had come in town to hear 
and testify in the examination of the 
six young men who are charged with 
having assaulted Editor Bentley with 
a deadly weapon. 

The first witness was George Bent- 
ley, the man who received the coat of 
tar and feathers. He said: 

On the night of the 8th of August, 
about 9:20 o’clock, I was in my house 
with my wife. We heard some one 
call, “Bentley, come out; I want to see 
you.” As I stepped over the 
threshold a young man placed 
a revolver in my face and said: 
“Hands up, or your life.” There 
Was one man with him and four more 
came forward from behind the hedge. 
The man who had first spoken put his 
hand over my mouth and marched me 
to an enclosure in the brush. They all 
wore black masks coming down to 
their chins. In theenclosure they all 
formed a circle around me, holding 
revolvers at me, and told me to 
get down on my knees. I did not obey 
instantly, and was jerked down. Then 
the leader said: We are the Azusa 
Vigilance Committee. You have been 
publishing articles which reflect upon 
the character of Prof. Frazier and the 
lady teachers of the Central School.“ 
He then ordered metorepeat after 
bim an oath to the effect that I would 
never again publish anything about 
Prof. Frazier, and that the article was 
written by Mrs. R. E. Griffin. I took 
the oath. The captain theu ordered 
numbers 3 and 6 to remove my shirt; 
and it was done. I was jerked to my 
feet and a brush full of tar was ap- 
plied to my head and body until I was 
thoroughly daubed. The feathérs were 
then scattered over me and my hands 
were tied behind with my undershirt. 
My other shirt was pulled down over 
my head. One of the six then spoke 
up and said: He's a pretty looking 
bird.“ Trecognized the voice as that 
of George Moxley. The captain said 
to him: “Sbat up your d——d 
mouth or I will shoot you.” 
They took me to an outhouse 
and locked mein. Pretty soon nve of 
them mounted their horses and rode 
away toward Covina. ‘The captain 
came back to the house and said that 
in five minutes I could go. He said 
that be was sorry they had been com- 

lled to do this, but it wasfor the 
Best. I recognized him by his voice to 
be Arthur Eccles. When he was gone 
I went to the house of Mr. Hubert, 
and he went with me to the house of 
Mr. 8 Mrs. Hubert went to tell 
mx wife.

They were cov- 
ered with tar, aud were decidedly

“(The court then took a recess until 
afternoon. 
Afternoon Session. 

The afternoon session began a littie 
after 2 o’clock, and the cross-examina- 
tion of Mr. Bentley wascontinued. He 
explained the way in which he was 


able to distinguish the various defend- 


ants. He was shown and identified a 
letter signed **Vigilance Committee,“ 
which read as follows:

Per Order of the Captain of Vigilants, 

O. H. Huber of Azusa was the next wit- 
ness. He testified that on the night of 
the 8th of August Mr. Bentley had called 
him out of his house and asked him 
for assistance. The editor’s hands 
were tied vehind his back with an un- 
dershirt, and there were tur and feath- 
ers on his arms and back. The witness 
went with Bentley to the house of a 
neighbor and there a closer examina- 
tion was made. Tar and feathers were 
found plastered over Bentley’s face 
and the top of his head and his back 
and chest. The witness and the 
neighbor, Al Wells, then went to 
work withacan of kerosene oil, rub- 
bing off the tar. There was no cross- 
examination. 

Al Wells was the next witness. He 
said: Isaw Mr. Bentley on the even- 
ing of the eighth of August. I helped 
him print his papers. The next I saw 
of him it was at my house. He and 
Huber came tere together. This 
was about half past nine. Earlier in 
the evening I heard several men go by 
on horseback, -1 saw one on a whitish 
horse. They were going south. I live 
about 200 yards from the house of the 
defendant. Mr. Bentley called me out 
and I found him covered with tar and 
feathers on his body and head. It took 
us about an hour to clean it off. The 
next morning I went down to look 
over the ground and I found a pair of 
gloves about 100 feet from where the 
tarring and feathering took place. 

The witness swore to the gloves, 
which were produced in court covered 
with tar. 

The witness continued: We were 
hunting around to see if we could find 
any clue. We found tracks and feath- 
ers scattered about. After fequizing 
about for the owner of the gloves 
fouud that Harry Aimer. owned them. 
On the Monday following the affair he 


gloves. He acknowledged it to me 
voluntarily. I showed him only the 
clean one. Monday evening Harry 
Aimer and his father came to see me. 
Mr. Aimer was very angry. He wanted 
to know if I was not trying to connect 
bis one with the tarring and feathening 

Cross-examinatio o night of the 
8th of August was n er very dark 
or very light—there was no moon, but 
the stars were out. Bentley said that 
when he first came out of his house he 
could not see, but after he had becoms 
accustomed tothe dark he could see 
all right. He said that he was going 
to have the boys arrested. I suggested 
that we had better wait a few days aud 
perhaps they would talk about it them- 
selves if we kept silent. 

John H.Malone was thencalled. He 
testified: I have lived at Azusa since 
1867. Iam Deputy Sheriff there. On 
the night of the Oth. Mr. Bentley and Mr. 
Wells came up to my house with the 


gloves. I took the gloves and turned bl 


them over to Mr. Clement. 

Earnest Bradley, a boy of twelve, 
testified as follows: Ilive at Glendora 
and go to school there. I know Will 
Hamlin. I was camping in the canofi 
with him about two weeks ago. I 


heard Will Hamlin say: Well, when 
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will we work the trick?” Idid not 
bear him mention any name. 

The next witness was a man by the 
name of Griswold, who is in the em- 
ploy of the defendant Cummins. He 
was asked if he had not had a conver- 
sation with Cummins in which the lat- 
ter said that he expected to be arrested 
on account of the tarring-and-feather- 
ing affair. The witness denied having 
had such a conversation. He was then 
asked if he had not repeated it to Bar- 
ker, but he denied that he had done so. 

Mr. Barker was then called and he 
swore that Griswold had told him all 
about just such a conversation. 

H. A. Wilkins of Covina was the next 


which had taken place at Eastman’s 
store when Cummins was present. 
The witness had remarked that he did 
not believe that any tarring-and-feath- 
ering had ever taken place. Cummins 
deciared that it had taken place and 
proceeded to tell the story of the affair 
in detail. As he progressed 
changed unconsciously from they“ to 
re“ when speaking of the persons 
who had maitreated the editor. Wil- 
kins was still on the stand when the 
court adjourned until this morning at 
10 o’clock.

THE CITIZENS’ WATER COMPANY. 

The report of the Board of Health 
on the quality of the water furnished 
by the Citizens’ Water Company was 
read, and Councilman Bonsall spoke 
on the report, declaring that the service 
was intolerable. 

Dr. MacGowan, the Health Officer. 
was heard on the subject. He de- 
tcribed the conditign of the ditch 
which brought the water to the city 
in forcible but conservative terms. 

e read the minutes of the meeting of 
the Board of Health when action was 
taken on the water. 

Councilman Wirsching said that the 
Council was practically unanimous on 
the question. The Water Supply Com- 
mittee should act with the City Attor- 
ney and abate the nuisance. 

uncilman Van Dusen, the chair- 
man of the committee, reported that 
the water was quite unfit for drink. 

J. T. Sheward, who was present in 
the lobby with a large number of citi- 
zens of that section, brought to the 


notice of the Council a bottle of the 60 


water mixed with filth dipped up trom 


one of the pools through which the | Park 


stream passed. He denounced the 
present condition of things and de- 
manded immediate action. 

O. M. Wells also was heard. He said 
that no temporary relief would satisfy 
the people of the section. The water 
should be shut offentirely, having been 
condemned as unfit for public use. 
The matter was made a special order 
of business for 2 o’clock. 

The Committee on Fire and Water 
reported favorablyon the location of 
the hydrants recommended by Chief 
Strohm. The report was adopted. 

STREET RAILWAY FRANCHISES. 

Councilman Bonsall then offered an 
ordinance revoking the right-of-way 
originally granted to the City Railway 
Company and now held by the Pacific 
Railway Company, over Sixth and 
Olive streets, on the ground thatit was 
no longer in use. 

Councilman Wirsching declared that 


"the ordinances was all buncombe. E 


asked that it be referred to the Board 
of Public Works. 

Sheldon Borden, the attorney of the 
Second-street road, explained that it 
was the wish of the company which he 
represented to secure the second place 
in priority of franchise. This applied 
to the section of Spring street between 
Second and Fourth where the franchise 
which it was proposed to revoke cov- 
ered part of the right-of-way of the 
Second-street line. 

President Frankenfield took the 
floor after inviting Councilman Van 
Dusen to the chair, and spoke against 
the motion to refer. He said that the 
Second-street company were anxious 
to begin work as soon as possible and 
would spend a millionof money here. 

Councilman Wirsching spoke against 
undue haste. 

The motion to refer was lost, Coun- 
cilman Wirsching alone voting aye. 
The ordinance was passed, Council- 
man Wirsching voting no. 

An amendment was offered tothe 
ordinance passed one week ago which 
granted the right-of-way to the Sec- 
ond-street road, providing for an ex- 
tra rail over the track of the Pacific 
Railway Company, on Spring. street 
between Second and Fourth. Coun- 
cilman Wirsching again objected and 
asked for delay and voted no on the 


motion, by which the ordinance 
adopted, * 
ASSISTANCE NEEDED. 
Mother Ransome, who has charge of.

FINANCE COMMITTER’S REPORT. 
Your Finance Committee beg leave to 

make the following report: 


First—In the matter of the assessment 
roils and tax levy for the present fiscal year 
we find the total footing of the assessment 
rolis, as finally computed by the City Clerk, 
after entering thereon all changes made by 
the Board of Equalization, to be $48,08),41 

Inciuded in this amount is the sum of 
$918,000, which isthe aggregate amount of 
assessments placed upon the assessment 
rolls by the Board of at the 
sugeestion of the City Attorney, against 
the several banks of this city. Inasmuch as 
a writ ot trevlew has been issued by the 
Superior Court in these bauk matters, 
which requires us to desist from further 
proceedings, pending the settiement of these 
matters in dispute; and presuming that this 
question will be taken to the highest courts 
to decide, thus closing this source of revenue 
for the present at least, and deeming it 
prudent policy to avoid computing a tax levy 
OD any assessment the collection of which 
isa matter of some uncertainty, we have 
subtracted the foregoing sum of $918,000 
from the total assessment, thus giving us 
$47, 162.416 as a basis of calculation. In the 
event of the courts deciding that the said 
assessment against the banks was legally 
and properly made, the funds of the city 


valization 


will be increased to the amount of $11,160, 


or thereabouts, Should the decision be the 
other way the funds would suffer no abate- 
ment, as would be the case should this 
assessment be considered when making the 
calculation for the levy. 

The charter limits the tax for all munici- 
— purposes, except for the payment of the 

nterest and sinking funds, to 81. In aadi- 

tion to this a general State law grants to 

the municipal authority power to levy in 

excess of the dollar limit a sum sufficient 

— — care and preservation of the public 
arks. 

Considering the somewhat depressed con- 
dition of the times, and the generally ex- 
pressed desire that the utmost economy 
should be practiced in the levying of munic- 
ipal as well as other taxes, your committee 
did not deem it advisable to recommend 
that you levy this extra amount for the 
parks, although they recoghize the great 
value of the parks, and believe that money 
of the municipality invested io this direc- 
tion, if wisely expanded, to be of the high- 
est benefit to the taxpayer. For all munici- 
pal purposes the limit of $1 has therefore 
been adopted. 

The rate of taxation last year was $1.10. 
For this year we recommend it be $1.20, 
as per statement hereinafter set forth, 
the increase being due simply to the in- 
creased bonded indebtedness of the city. 
The act of the Legislature, under authority 
of which the school improvement and inter- 
nal sewer system bonds were voted by the 
+ le and issued, requires that, in addition 

the interest being paid, one-twentieth of 
the entire issue of the bonds shall be paid 
each year, thus making the interest and the 
called-in bonds equal for the first year, in 
this case amounting to 857,400. This provi- 
sion of law is without doubt a wise one, 
but it has the tendency to increase the bur- 
den of taxation. 

The City Auditor has presented to this 
Council a detailed statement of the finan- 
cial condition of the city at the end of the 
fiscal year of 1889-90, and therein presented 
atable of amounts required for the fiscal 
year 1890-01, basing the same upon the 
amounts expended in the year before and 
u estim of tha several 
which bave been filed with him as required 
by law. But we maintain * the expend- 
itures of the past year can be reduced. Al- 
ready contracts to do the street sweepin 
and street sprinkling at almost one-half t 
former prices have been entered into, and 
it is believed that the streets can be lighted 
at greatly reduced figures, the present con- 
tract expiring with this year, 

Unless the unexampied scenes of last 
winter be repeated, whereby the streets 
were placed in a condition which required 
the expenditure of large amounts of money 
to put them in proper condition, we are of 
the opinion that expenditures can be cut 
down all along the line. 

During the present year salaries have 
been reduced in a number of instances and 
a large saving brougat about, which has 
enabled the Council, on several occasions, 
to assist the various funds by a transfer to 
them from the salary fund, which con- 
tained a surplus. 

For this reason we have reduced the 
amounts to be raised to about $550,000, be- 
ing a reduction from the Auditor’s esti- 
mate of about $100,000. A comparative 
statement is herewith set forth, containing 
a proposed levy or rate per cent, and we

President Frankenfleld objected to 
the sum granted to the Board of Edu- 
cation. e favored the reduction of 
the salaries ef the teachers. Action 
was deferred until 2:30 p. m. 

A recess was then taken until 2 
o’clock. 


Afternoon Session. 
The Council met at 2 o’clock, when 
the City Attorney announced that he 
was not quite ready to report on the 
water question, made the special order 
for 2 o’clock. 


The report of the Board of Public 
Works was then read and the recom- 
mendations contained therein adopted. 
An ordinance presented therewith was 
— passed under suspension of the 
rules. 


FINANCE COMMITTEE’S REPORT. 


The City Attorney not yet being 


ready for the water question, the re- 
port of the Finance Committee came 
up for action. 

Councilman Bonsall objected to the 
amount set aside for the use of the 
School Board. He said that consider- 
ing the salaries paid to other public 
officers, and the stringency of the 
times, the salaries of the school teach- 
ers should be reduced. . 

Councilman Hamilton spoke in de- 
fense of the teachers and declared the 
salaries to be no higher than in other 
parts of the State, showing by a read- 
ing of the figures that the average sal- 
ary in San Francisco was $950 per year; 
San José, $625; while the average o 
Los Angeles was but $850. The cut- 
ting down of salaries would operate to 
destroy the effectiveness of the school 
service. A reduction would not be in 
the interests of the tax-payers and 
would be entirely unnecessary. 

Councilman Summerland compared 
the salaries paid to firemen and police 
officers and the salaries paid school 
teachers, aud declared the latter dis- 
proportionately large. 

Councilmen Wirsching thought the 
reduction of the teachers’ salaries 
would not cause any deterioration in 
the qualifications of teachers. The 
Police and Fire Departments were as 


effective here as in San Francisco, | 


iving in Los Angeles was #0 much 
less that it counteracted the reduction. 

Councilman Bonsall declared bimself 
in favor of an effective corps Of teach- 
ers, but thought that when the sala- 
ries of men with families was reduced 
it was unjust to pay the teachers, 
many of them girls without anz one 
dependent upon large 
salaries. It — ae right. a 

usiness stan n 

Councilman Shafer objected that a 
blacksmith or any other laborer might 
take a position on the Police Force 
without special preparation, but a 
school teacher invested the capital of 
the best years of her life in preparation 
and she should receive some greater, 
returns than the policeman. 

Councilman Bonsall moved that the 
amount specified in the report of $70,- 
743, set aside for the school fund, be re- 
duced to $50,743. 

Councilman Van Dusen declared 
that the best teachers would all leave 
the city if the salaries were reduced, 
and the city would have to be contented 
with second-class teachers. 1 

Councilman Bonsall’s motion was 
then put and lost on a tie vote. 

After considerable discussion it was 
moved by Councilman Hamilton that 
the report be amended by adding 220. 
000 to the cash fund and reducing. the 
school fund in the same amount, 

Councilman Bonsall and Wirsching 
could not see that this would operate 
to reduce the taxes, but the motion 

assed by a vote of 7 to 1, Councilman 

‘irsching voting no. 

The various demands on the City 
Treasurer, recommended by the Fi- 
nance Committee, were then read and 
approved. 

THE WATER QUESTION. 

At this point the City Attorney sub- 
mitted his opinion on the water ques- 
tion, which was as follows: 

To the Honorable Council of Los Ange- 
les City: GENTLEMEN—1l have investi- 
gated the question as to what steps can be 
taken to compel the Citizens’ Water Com- 
pany to furnish its consumers with pure 
water, and what steps should be taken to 
protect the water ditch belonging to the 
city from being polluted. The City of Los 
Angeles owns all the water ef the An- 

eles River, and in 1835 it bought of G. J. 

riffith all the water and water rights be- 
longing to the Los Feliz Ranch, and alsoa 
right-of-way, 50 feetin width, through said 
ranch for the purpose of maintaining the 
city’s ditch, which had been built for years. 
In 1886 the city leased to the Citizens’ 
Water Company twenty inches of water 
to be taken out of and diverted from the 
city’s ditch, at a poiat above the tunnel 
on the Lick tract. This lease was to ex- 

ire on July 23d, 1898, but could be severed 
either party by giving one year’s notice 
ofthe same, The city did not agree to 
keep up the ditch from the point of supply 
to the point of diversion, neither was there 
anything said in the contract as to the 
Water Company’s keeping it in repair 
between these points, but the Water Com- 
pany agreed that it would pay ten per cent, 
of the expense of maintaining an aqueduct 
necessary to carry said water, and that 
case the main ditch should be cemented or 
piped that the compary would pay ten per 
cent. of the annual interest on the cost of 
such work. ‘This ditch from whieh this 
water is taken is used as an irrigation diteh, 
or for the purpose of supplying water 
irrigation, by the city, and the city un- 
oe has the right to fence the same 
and do all other things necessary to prevent 
the water from 
limited only to its fifty-foot right-of-way, 
This, in my opinion, should be immediately 
done, The Water — should de no“ 
tified to at once clean an otect its 


assignee, granting the privilege of lay 
down in te of Los Angeles 
the purpose of furnishing water to the in- 
habitants of ghe hilly section. while 
am of the opinion that the lease ween 
the-city and this company gives them the 
right to take twenty inches of water from 
the city’s ditch (provided that much is 
there) and that it can take such water in the 
condition in which it comes to it at that 
2 and that the city is not bound to keep 
ts portion of the ditch in such condition as 
to furnish the water to the company at that 
pint suitable for drinking err yet the 
ater Company is not relieved of its duty 
to furnish its consumers with pure water. 
When the City of Los Angeles granted a 
franchise to this company (or Beaudry) to 
lay down pipes for the purpose of furnish- 
ing water, it was implied that it should fur- 
nish pure water, suitable for domestic pur- 
poses, and if it cannot obtain such à supply 
of water from the city’s ditch it should ob- 
tain it elsewhere, or its franchise should be 
forfeited. As a temporary measure, I think 
the * and the Water Company should at 
once clean out their ditches; that the Health 
Officer should at once proceed against par- 
ties who are maintaining a nuisance along 
the line of the ditch, and thata patrol should 
be put along the line of the ditch and that any 
person found polluting or contaminating the 
waters therein or allowing the same to be 
done should be prosecuted under section 
874 of the Penal Code, which makes the 
same a misdemeanor. The water compan- 
ies of the city have not only failed 
to provide pure water for their 
consumers, but have failed to fur- 
nish firé hydrants, as they are bound todo 
by their contract, and have defiantly over- 
charged their customers in rates in excess 
of those fixed by the City Council. I know 
of no way to protect the inhabitants of this 
city against such acts, except to 


oceed 
80 | against these companies and forfeit their 


franchises, as all other means and argu- 
ments that have been used to induce them to 


comply with the law have failed. This, of 


course, will be a long and hotly contested 
proceeding, and the sooner it is instituted 
the better. In my opinion the — solution 
of the water question in this eity is for the 
city toown and operate its own works, and 
whether or not it is now advisable to do so, 
should be now determined; aud that in the 
meantime proceedings should be instituted 
to forfeit the franchises of those water com- 
panies, and annul the contracts by virtue of 
which they are using the city’s water, 60 
that if it should be determined the city 
should own and operate its own works, that 
the city will be in a position todo it with- 
out hindrance or opposition. 
WANT IMMEDIATE RELIEF. 


After the reading of this opinion, 
Mr. Wicks was called for and spoke 
for a few minutes, acknowledging that 
the water and the ditch were doth in 
very bad condition, but that the ditch 
was the city property and he had noth- 
ing to do with it, though he had had 
it cleaned out and taken other meas- 
ures tokeep the waterin it as pure as 
possible. 

Mr. Burdette, being called for, said 
that the section he represented wanted 
y-relief of some sort, no 
matter what other measures were 
taken. He suggested various plans for 

rmanent provision of pure water, 

ut emphasized the necessity for some 
immediate action. 

C. M. Wells followed in much the 
same line, and suggested that it was 
now a good time for the city to begin to 
secure .its own water works. 

After some discussion the fol- 
lowing resolutions by 
Bonsall were introduced and passed. 

STRONG RESOLUTIONS. 

Resolved, that the City Attorney give 
notice to the Citizens’ Water Company of 
the termination of their franchise and lease. 

Kesoived, that the City Attorney take the 
necessary legal steps to forfeit the franchise 
of the Citizens’ Water Company for non- 
compliance with the ordinance requiring the 
fixing of water rates. 

Resolved, that the Committee on Fire 
and Water Supply present general plans 
and estimates of the cost of suitable water 
works to be constructed and owned by the

Few porsons not engaged in the 
handling of produce have any idea of 
the large amount of money which is 
coming into Southern California this 
year, not only for fruits, but also for 
vegetables. | 

A produce jobber of this city informs 
us that Los Angeles, far from import- 
ing potatoes as we did in such quanti- 


‘ties a short time ago, is now shipping 


‘**spuds”’ east to Texas, Colorado, New 
Mexico and Arkansas, while inquiries 
have come from as far off as Memphis. 
We have also been shipping cabbages 
as far as Kansas City. Prices are stiff 
all along the line for these products. ~ 

‘The cause of this demand is shown 
in an article publishea in the Chicago 
Tribune, on the failure of the potato 
crop. A map of a portion of the 
United States is given in this article, 
showing the condition of the crop in 
each State. On this map Dakota and 
Michigan are marked fair to poor.“ 
Nebraska, Iowa, Missouri and Oaio 
“very poor,“ and Kansas practically 
a failure,” 

Regarding apples, the New England 
Homestead says: 

Apples will be scarcer and more — 
this season than for many a year. There is 
but half a crop of winter fruit in the famous 
Annapolis Valley of Nova Scotia, and a 
still greater reduction in the appie belt of 
Southern and Western Ontario and Michi- 
gan along the lakes In Maine and limited 
sections of Vermontand New Hampshire 
there is a fair yield of apples. Throughout 
Southern New Engiand, New York, Penn- 
Syivania, New Jersey and the interior 
States generally the promise of winter fruit 
is worse than ever before known. The ap- 
— belt of Western New York, along Lakes 

ntario and Erie, whieh in good seasons 
ships much more than 1,000,000 barrels to 
New York or foreign markets, has almost 
ho crop whatever this year. 

Not only this, but peaches are a total 
failure, while pears aud plums fall 
short. This is indeed Cali- 
fornia’s harvest year. Even 
should prices not rule so high 
next year—and we can hardly expect 
that they will—this great Eastern de- 
mand for our fruits and vegetables 
will have proved a big advertise- 
ment for California produce and 
for the State which grows it. 
Thousands of communities will this 
year eut California fruits and vegeta- 
bles for the first time, and they will 


want to learn something more about

grow.

A victorious in- 
surrection, smothered in its triumph 
for want of ammunition, has laid down 
arms after a discharge of a last salve 
to satisfy its anger. 

‘lhe defeat of the pronunciamiento 
andof the “Civic Union’’ has been 
brought about, as was foreseen, by the 
belief that holding the capital the 
whole country would follow. The final 
success of General Rocca, and the re- 
turn of President Celman, who seemed 
swept away by the rebellion, illus- 
trate the revenge of the proyinces 
upon Buenos Ayres. The illusion of 
the insurgents that a movement in 
Buenos Ayres would suffice to drag 
along the rest of the republic has been 


except in Rosario, whose garrison had 
joined the rebellion, no other city fol- 
lowed General Campos and the provis- 
ional committee. The Government, 
which had been so fearfully beaten by 
the troops of the Unione Civica and 
by the bombardment of the tleet, had 
no difficulty in gathering reinforce- 
ments from neighboring localities, 
thereby succeeding in holding out 
until the forces of the rebellion were 
utterly exhausted. Material order has 
been restored, but a long time will 
be required before moral and financial 
order will re-appear. The maintain- 
ing of President Celman at the head 
of the- government will be a cause of 
hidden but deep trouble, and the 
menace of anew crisis remains sus- 
pended over the land and over all 
those who are in business relations 
with the Argentine Republic.

THE RALROAD STRIKE 


The Federation Will Not 
Join the Knights. 


Decision of the Supreme Council at 
Terre Haute, 


It Will Not Order Its Members to 
Quit Work. 


In Sympathy With the Strikers, but 
the Men Will Not Walk Out— 
Powderly at Albany 
What Webb Says. 


By Telegraph to The Times. i 

Terre Haute, Aug. 25.—-[By the 
Associate Press.] At 6 o’clock this 
evening tue following message was 
sent out by the Council of railway em- 
pléyés, signed by President Sargent 
and Secretary Sheehan:

Oouncil adjourned this afternoon after 
carefully considering the strike in all its 
details.

COUNCIL’S OFFICIAL STATEMENT. 

The official statement of the Council 
was given to the Associated Press to- 
night. The statement, after review- 
ing the facts leading up to the strike, 
and Powderly’s effort to effect a settle- 
ment, in which Vice-President Webb 
is severely criticised, says: 

The Council, baving heard the state- 
mentof its members who had visited 
‘New York for the purpose of ascer- 
taining the true condition of affairs, 
exhaustively discussed every import- 
ant proposition and arrived at conclu- 
sions as follows: . 

First. That the position of th 
Knights of Labor as set forth by Pow- 
derly, General Master Workman, and 
the General Executive Board of the 
Knights of Labor meet with our un- 
qualified approval, | 

Second. Thecourse pursued by Webb 
towards Powderly and the Knights of 
Labor, notwithstanding his declara- 
tions to the contrary, evinces a purpose 
to disrupt and destroy labor organiza- 
tions on the New York Central and 
Hadson River Railroad, as was done 
by Austin Corbin on the Philadelphia 
and Reading. 

Third—The sey of Webb is des- 
potic to an extent that outrages every 
principle of American citizenship, and 
generally adopted, would, if successful, 
reduce American workingmen to a de- 
graded condition of affairs. 

Fourth. Webb by the employment of 
Pinkerton thieves, thugs and murder- 
ers, vile wretches from the slums and 
brothels of New York and other cities, 


Ito kill workmen because they dared 


protest against his rule and strike for 
their rights, is guilty of a crime of 
such enormity as will associate + the 
0 e of Webb forever with those who, 
n a little brief authority, have 
used their money to secure power to 
degrade fellow men. 
That the efforts now being 
pt forth by Webb to destroy the 
nights of Labor would, were the cir- 
cumstances chan in manner 
be made to destroy the organization o 
the engineers, firemen, conductors, 
trainmen and switchmen, and if suc- 
cessful, itis only a question of time 
when a similiar effort will be made 
to seal the fate of the other labor or- 
| ganizations. 
Sixth. Webb, by the course he has 
ursued towards the Knights of La- 
rand representatives of labor ogani- 
zations, has shown total disregard of 
those principles of citizen sovereignty 
desired by every American worthy 
the name, considering only his money 
power and corporate power, the 
company he represents. His acts,which 
speak louder than words, say, in the 
language of W. H. Vanderbilt, once 
the autocrat of the New York Cen- 
tral The public be damned.“ 
Beventh. Webb seeks to support this 
arrogant attitude towards workingmen 
and labor organizations by assuming 


his employés is in no sense a matter 
of public concern; that he can with 
impunity discharge men and remand 
them to idleness and poverty and ren- 
der them bomeless wanderers without 
giving any reason or explanation what- 
ever for his conduct, disregarding 
the fact that the corporation for 
which he plays the autocrat isa thing 
created.by laws in the making of 
which the men he seeks to degrade 
have a voice, which, once unified, will 
bring his corporation to the bar of jus- 
tice, where his millions and the other 
millions he represents cease to be 
tential in deciding questions of this 
kind. 

In view of the foregoing facts, the 
Supreme Council puts upon record its 
unanimous and unqualified approval 
of the strike on the New York Central 
and Hudson River Railway for the 
cause set forth by Powderly, as also 
the efforts made by Powderly to bring 
the strike to an honorable termina- 
tion. In this general expression of ap- 
proval of the actions of che Knights of 
Labor, the course of Webb is as une- 
quivocally condemned. The power of 
the Supreme Council in the matter of 
the strike has been exerted to aid the 
Knights of Labor, through their rep-

carefully becoming acquainted with 
their pup ils, in a very short time they 
could ly manage several hundred 
minds with ease. Admitting that a 
teacher has a task and great responsi- 
ble duty to bear aud whose labors are 
not the least burdensome, but are often 
made lighter by winning the trust, 
confidence and love of the children 
whose aim would be to help their 
teachers instead of annoying them, 
they would close the day’s labor and go 
home with lighter and iy << hearts, 
both teacher and pupils. By selectin 
our most experienced teachers ing 
those who have the children’s interest 
at heart and paying them better sala- 
ries is far cheaper in the end. Again, 
everything Sa to a comple e 
education ould be provided in our 
public schools to fully equip our 
children for every capacity in life’s 
work. Music, art, physical culture, 
a full business course and in fact every 
branch should be thoroughly taught. 
The public school fund is sufficient to 
ably fill every department in school 
work. We tax-payers don’t rebel 
against this duty imposed upon us 
when properly managed. But we do

Everything pre- 
pared for comfort, health and light in 
our schoolrooms should be attended to 
with care and arranged for teachers 
and pupils. Every child, rich or poor 
should be compelled to attend school 
when health admits. Then this great 
reformation will be begun for the com- 
ing generations. Intellect is the base 
of conscience, and conscience is the 
eyelid which God hath placed over our 


eyes of the soul to guard its holy erys- 


tals from impurities. 

So, tax-payer, look well into this 
great life’s work and see that our 
School Board is as properly selected in 
future as our teachers. 

The location of our new High School 
building is not a convenient or healthy 
one for the, public at large. In bad 
wet weather, which comes in the long 
days of schoul work, is the time that 
the required comforts of our children 
should be meted out to health. The 
long distance to walk from the cars in 
mud and rain is great and the hours 
they have to sit in dampness is appall- 
ing to health. There are many healthy, 
convenient localities on the many car 
lines that could have been secured for 
our school building, and the cost no 
greater. Why is it that these public 
interests are not submitted to the voice 
of the voting people? Taxpayers are 
the ones to look into this matter and 
see that no longer they will submit to 
the injustice imposed upon them. 
This tax question is a subject that 
should be handled by an honest ballot, 
and the future interest of the peopie’s 
good should be studied most carefully.

OBJECTIONS OF A_ CITIZEN. 


Why’ the TAK ie ‘_Needed—Moneys

A citizen who signs himself ‘*Econ- 
omy,” writes a letter to Tax Tuts for 


publication relative to today’s school 


tax election. The following are ex- 
tracts: 
I don’t think it follows that beca 
a man votes against paying the special 
tax, that he wants to sherten the 
school year. The School Superintend- 
ent and teachers are without excep- 
tion paid large salaries. In these 
days of retrenchment, why not curtail 
expenses in this direction and apply 
the amount thus saved to paying in- 
cidentals, instead of voting a special 
tax. Ihave heard it argued that the 
State funds are paid exclusively 
for teachers’ salaries, and that 
they cannot be appropriated 
to any other use. If this be so, where 
do the county funds, which are 
levied upon the people, come in, if not 
for incidentals? People might be more 
willing to vote the tax if there were 
some signs of retrenchment in the 
matter of the teachers’ salarie-. I 
came from an Iowa town which boasts 
of 10,000 inhabitants, and the schools 
there are conducted very efliciently 
without the expensive luxury of a su- 
rintendent with a salary as large as 
paidin Pasadena. It comes with bad 
grace to ask the people of this commu- 
nity to vote a special school tax when 
the schools are being conducted at an 
expense far larger than the exigencies 
of the times justify.“

PASADENA’S PROGRESS. 


Many Handsome Residences 
Going Up. 


PROF. STEPHEN CLARK’S HOUSE. 


A Busy Week at Stell’s Camp-The 
Raymond to Open a Month 
Later— Delegates to 
Fresno. 


Is Pasadenagrowing? One has only 
to drive about town aud look upon the 
many handsome and valuable resi- 
dences that are springing up on all 
sides to know that it is. Considering 
that this is midsummer, the activity 
that is going on in real estate matters 
is no less gratifying than it is sur- 
prising. 
new residences at present in course of 
construction, any one of which would 
be a credit to the select sections of our 
largest cities, and which will add very 
materially to Pasadena’s reputation 
as probably the loveliest city of homes 
in the country. We shall refer to these 
new structures separately, as the op- 
portunity is afforded. 

One wortuy of special mention is 
the building which Prof. Stephen 
Clark is erecting on the west side of 
Euclid avenue, a short distance south 
of Colorado street. The structure is 
of imposing proportions, attractive 
architecture, and thoroughly modern 
and complete. The designs were 
drawn by Parkes, and the building’s 
graceful outiines and convenient in- 
terior reflect great credit on this well- 
nown architect. 

The building is 44 feet wide and has 

a depth of 75 teet. Although two and 
a halt stories high the buiiding does 
not impress one by its loftiness,” but 
rather by the all-round excellence of 
its proportious. The main entrance, 
contrary to the usual pian, is on the 
side (the south side) of the building. 
It opens off from a wide. véranda 
which extends around on the side fac- 
ing the street. Two large rooms on 
the northwest corner. first floor, will 
be set apart for Protessor Ciark’s 
school. They are entered from a side 
door, so that the residence portion of 
the house will be exclusive. A stuk- 
ing feature of the main veranda are 
the supporting stone pillars which 
stand at either side of the entrance. 
In the rear, adjoining the kitchen, is 
a epee screen porch. 

The interior of the house is conven- 


iently arranged. The roo are 
large and are fitted up with best 
of modern conveniences. Most of the 


apartments bave open fire places. 
There is a bath room for the servants 
on,the first floor and another for the 
family immediately above. The 1. 
rooms are supplied with ‘a lavatory. 
The first floor contains seven rooms 
and the second floor eight. In the 
attic there are several finished ge 
ments. The exterior is painted in 
modest colors that contrast becomingly. 
In the rear is e a commod ious 
stable. 

The contractors are Messrs. Barnett 
& Klock. That they have worked ex- 
peditiously may be shown by the fact 
that just seven weeks ago the wood- 
work was started on the foundation 
walls and by Saturday next it will be 
completed. The quality o the work, 
however, was not impaired by the 
speed of its executiou. All of it is 
first-class. Next week the painters 
will add the finishing. touches to the 
interior, and the building will be ready 
for occupancy the early part of next 
month, Its total cost will be about
